TUB DDKNISG OF rESHTIOO. 


The first new* oi t, gre»t dimtei is gee- 
rally exaggerated, but the fint report* oi 
he recent fire* in tha northwestern pint 
i tbu tttte fell in *hort ol »h» troth. 
Phen we heard th»t J?esb,tigo WM burned, 
nd etxty hyee lo«t, overjone Mid it must 
• an exaggeration. Thejeoald notnn- 
erstacd how, in a Tillage, M rctny live* 
onld ba lent; but a recent visit to the 
eld of desolation and death made as won* 
er bow any were raved. 
From Qconto, twenty-five mile* north 
{ Green Bay, we went by team* through 
»« burnt district to the Sugar Bub, 
\uLUgo, and H»rmette. Tbe-fire came 
lose on to Ooonto, the people baring to 


•work heroically to lave tie city. For the 
first eigbt mile* north oi the city the 
ountry WM burned over, destroying im- 
mense quantities oi timber and some 
boasts. Scarcely an acre of ground ec- 
caped unborned. If the owner* could ont 


lie pine which wes boned so badly a* to 
ill it, and gut it manniaotored into Inm- 
x»r this year, tbe lot* would Dot be to fear- 
ul; bat it would be impossible to cat eo 
much in one year. 


TBE TOBHADO. 


Eight mile* north oi Ooonto the tornado 


>egan tta terrible work ol destruction. 
from thii point to Peehtifto, • dutano* oi 
.welve mil< *, tho timber wa* very heavy. 
inhere tha tornado began tbe timber wat 
mostly pine, and further on it oonaitted oi 
oak, beach and maple, many tree* running 
np eighty feet to tte fint limb*. It i* pro- 
i»b\e that the tptntdo o»riitd the fite 
along with it with wonderful rapidity. 
For mile after mile not a tree of any *ize 
wag left standing, only • sapling here and 
there, bending to the blast, withstood the 
•torm. Tbe tree* were blown down, the 
rootp, in many instances after tbe trees bad 
fallen, standing twelve to fifteen feet high, 
with rocks and dirt among them, were 
left. Tho ground wag either covered with 
ashes or turned until it looked red. The 
underbrush, the small limbs of the trees, 
the back, the leaves—were all burned. It 
seems impossible that a week ego it wes a 
forest of evergreen tree*. 


TUB ROADS DIBTBOYED. 


Wherever theie was a culvert in tbe 


road built of logs and covered with ground, 
it was bnrned ; aloo the logs ia the cordu- 
roy roail, leaving the ground hollow. 
There was no sign of life, either animal or 
vegetable. 
Daer and partridges were 


king along the read burned to death, 
About fif'een miles north oi Ooonto is the 
lower Sugar Bash settlement. Tha road 
through tbe bush run* eaat and west. Tbe 
land >» cleaned back and,cultivated about 
three-quarters of a mile on each side of 
the road 
The farm houses were scattered 


along thu road for adistance of five mile*. 
Not a building nor a feoca is left. The 
clover fields were burned over as if etnb- 
ble; every stump was burnt black, and in 
miny instances in [lowed fields the 
stumps ji«re burned entirely np, leaving 
holes in thajiiound where the roots had

Ba picked np * woman, sun- 
posing her to be his wife, eanisdher to 
tbe river and saved her. It proved to U 
another man's wife, and hii own WM bit. 
One man was sick of tvpbxrid fever, a 
young man stopping with him took tbe 
sick man out back of tbe house and buried 
him in tho sand. He was saved, and i» 
rapidly gaining his health.

Oa Sunday night, October Orb, jut 
after 


the churches -were closed, for aalf an bout 
there reigned the stillness of death. 


The smoke settled down so thickly that 


derinees, like Egyptian, could be felt. 
Then came light gust* of wind, and in the 
•outh wa* seen through tbe nsoke and 
darkness faint glimmer* of light. Tbe 
earth trembled, and the roar of the ap- 
proaching tornado and tbe shock of the 
falling trees broke the awful etillnect. No 
one could realize tbe approaching dancer, 
when in almost a moment the holocaust 
was upon them. The fire, in it* madden- 
ing rage, could not keep pace with the 
wind, and treee, acd house*, and men 
were blown down that tbey night be 
more rapidly consumed. Men, women, and 
children rose again to nub like ipcctora 
through tbe fUues.and fell separated from 
each other.

In tbu terrible moment men thought 


the final day had conie when the earth 
should be burnt, and they bowed them- 
selves to offer their last prayer. Hore 
might have been saved if this conviction 
had not seized them. 
Oae man gathered 


his family mto bis store, and resignedly 
walked to and fro in tbo room, awaiting 
the awful consequence?, aud if they be- 
lieved prophecy, bad they not reason for 
this belief P 


"A day of darknets and of gloomineea, a 


day of cloudri aud of thick datkaew, as 
the morning spread upon the mountains. 
A fire devonreth before them, and behind 
them a flime burneth, tbe land i* a* tbe 
Garden of Edeu before them, and behind 
them a desolate wilderness; ye*, and 
nothing shall escape UjCin. 
The appear- 


ance of them is as^the appearance of 
horse*, and as horseman, so shall they 
run. The earth shall quake before them; 
the heevens phall trtmble, acd the sun 
and moon shall bo dark, and tbe stars 
shall withdraw tbeir shining." 


The best data gave tbe loss in the Sugar 


Bush and Pct>htigo at eight hundred. On 
the east tborc forty bodies wre found in 
one field.

were more safe than large fieldc. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


Mr. James B. Clark, of Detroit, a land 


agent, extensively engaged in the locality 
burned, happened to be near tee scene, 
and although escaping unharmed, was a 
witness to the terrible visitation to others. 
His story ia substantially tbe eame as that 
more briefly related to others, bnt give* 
more startling and* important details. 
Bnuday night last be was at Uaiontown, 
Wisconsin. 
Fires were blezing through 


tbe forests at d a o g the prairie* in everr 
direction. At sundown there was a atrong 
breeze, which, at nino o'olcck, incresjcd 
to a furious gale, blowing toward* tbe 
lake* The whole surface of tha country 
to tbe.weetward, eastward and southward 
seemed to be in one mega of Dime, which 
almost reached to the loweriofr cloud* and 
rushed along like a frcthct 
Even where 


Mr. Clark was the heat of, tbe atmosphere 
was moat intense. 
Beyond, toward* the 


lake, wag situated the settlement of Wil- 
liamson's Mill?, comprising ab«nt four- 
teen families. The fire suddenly made a 
rush like the fljsb of a tram of gunpow- 
der, and swept in the shape of a crcaccnt 
around tbe settlement. It is almost im- 
possible to believe ID t-ie frightful rapidi- 
ty of the progress of the flime*. They 
sped along faster than a horse could go. 
Sjmetim.es wbea the wind wonld come 
with a furious avreep tbe fire fairly (hot 
like the discharge of a gun over the prairie 
and woods. So fierce and terrific we* it* 
power that it eecmed to eat np and anni- 
hilate the trees like the consumming 
force of a blast furnace.

of the hot air current* was te loud a* the 
whirr of a great mill, and, added to thi* 
horrid souud, were tbe awful moating and 
wailing oi the wind. That noiao went 
through one's very bone and marrow. 


A STAMPBDB OF CATTLE. 


! £.<! we stood looking, say at about ten 
o'clock, we heard another strange Round. 
Straining our eyes toward the fire, about

Astibury Beaten 


The fourth of the series of international 


races for the poaseer-iou of the Q-teen's onp 
came <ff on Saturday, under moat favor- 
able circumstances, and resulted in a com- 
plete victory for the American yacht Sap- 
pho. The Livonia was beaten in time over 
half an hour, and in distance some five or 
nix mile*. In fact, after turning the mark 
boat the Sappho had nothing to do but to 
"walk" over the course, tho Livonia not 
being able to pass thin point until some 
twenty-seven minutes later. Tbe Sippho 
took things easy on the borne stretch, tbe 
wind being dead aft and offering there-' 
fore no special advantages to either criift; 
but her antagonist crowded on all mil and 
did her beat to close the gap, which, how- 
ever, was still widi r at the termination of 
the race. The Sippbo, in her easy way, 
had beaten the Livonia eomo four minutes 
in the run from the mark bust. 
The for- 


mer, therefore, demonstrated her vastly 
superior sailing qnalitiec—not only in 
beating to the windward but in sailing 
before the wind. 


Previous to the race Mr. Ashbnry, whon 


informed that tbe Sappho had been se- 
lected for the race, replied "that it did 
not make any difference to him which 
yacht waa selected." It is quite likely 
that he was right. Doubtless almost any 
one' of the leading yachts belong ing to 
tbe New York Yacht Club could boat 'the 
Livonia in a foir, tqunre race like that cf 
Saturday. Mr. Ashbnry maintaiu8 his 
suily, cynical demeanor, snd still harps 
on his claim that the Columbia in one of 
tbe raced won by her did not turn the 
«take point on the tide he thought was 
tbe proper Kide <>n which to turn. He re. 
affirm* hi* purpne to refer the matter to 
a congress ol European yashtmen which, 
he feel* aaaured, will decide in his favor. 
Mr. Athbury will find at the close of these 
races that it will make no difference eg to 
the-poasei!>ion vf the cup which way this 
question ie decided. Tbe New York Yecht 
Club has now scoured thtea out of the four 
races required to decide the con ti si, while 
Mr. Ashbnry lias but one to hm credit. 
There are three more chances left, »nd it 
would not bo surprising if the American 
yachts should succeed in all of them.
